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1. Claim 31 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite in that it 
fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. This claim is an omnibus 
type claim. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-4, 6, 17, 28 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
US6359835. The US6359835 reference discloses the utilization of an acoustic beam crowd 
dispersion device that utilizes phased arrays and also can be manually steered (see the abstract 
and Figures 5 & 1) as recited in the aforementioned claims. 

4. Claims 1, 4, 6, 7, 12, 20, 21, 28 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by US6052336. The US6052336 reference discloses the utilization of acoustic beam 
crowd control device that utilizes an array and also can be manually steered. The US6052336 
reference also discloses mounting the device on a vehicle or a stationary structure (see Figure 4) 
and the ability to transmitting a message (see column 2, lines 7-12) as recited in the 
aforementioned claims. 

5. Claims 1, 4, 8 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
US5636180. The US5636180 reference discloses the utilization of an acoustic beam device that

utilizes an array that can be manually steered (see Figure 1). The US5636180 reference also 
discloses a remote control unit (46) as recited in the aforementioned claims. 

6. Claims 1, 4, 6, 7, 11, 13-16, 22, 28, 30 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by US56 10876. The US56 10876 reference discloses the utilization of an 
acoustic deterrent device that utilizes an array and also can be manually steered. The 
US56 10876 reference also discloses mounting the device on a marine environment and the 
ability to control the power level (see the Abstract). The US56 10876 reference further discloses 
a main power supply (22) and a power supply generator (24) as recited in the aforementioned 
claims. 

7. Claims 1-7, 9, 12, 23-28, 30 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by US43499898. The US43499898 reference discloses the utilization of an acoustic 
beam device that utilizes phased arrays and also can be manually steered. The US43499898 
reference also discloses mounting the device on a vehicle (80) and the utilization of circular (30) 
or hexagonal (see figure 4) outlets as recited in the aforementioned claims. 

8. Claims 1, 4, 19 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
US5969593. The US5969593 reference discloses the utilization of an acoustic beam device that 
utilizes an array that can be manually steered. The US5969593 reference also discloses 
mounting the device on a vehicle (see figure 1) or an aircraft (column 3, lines 45-47) as recited in 
the aforementioned claims. 
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9. Claims 10, 18 and 29 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
